BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

The cause of education is vitally connected with the welfare of the Church 
and the process of society. To know the truth is a high privilege as well as 
a solemn duty devolved upon man by the voice of inspiration. For this 
purpose the Word of God was ^ven to teach man wisdom and understand- 
ing. The glory of Grod shines in the starry heavens, in the fruits and flow- 
ers of earth, is seen in the life of the sparrow and the “ young ravens when 
^ey cry.” Jesus used the parables of nature, the strikikg interventions of 
Providence, as well as the revered Word of the written law, to illuminate 
aim ^autify the way of salvation. The Church can and should follow His 
mfallible methods, and thus bring forth things new and old from the unfail- 
ing treasuries of God. We rejoice to report that this cause is still advanc- 
ing m our midst. There has been at one or two points a falling off in the 
attendance of pupils, but this, we believe, is only temporary, and the cause 
of it well explained to your Board. 

Wofford College 

Up to date has enrolled 152 pupils for the current year. The Freshman 
Class numbers 68. Though some of these are not well prepared, the aver- 
age preparation is above the usual. The health of the College is good, and 
all things promise a year of successful college work. In the Fitting School 
68 have been enrolled. 

Columbia Female College. 

During the year Prof. Clinkscales has resigned his place to accept a Pro- 
fessorship in Clemson College. Prof. J, F. Brown was elected to fill the va- 
cancy. He is doing good work and is admirably adapted to the place. One 
hundred and five pupils are now in attendance, of whom seventy-five are 
boarders. The debt on the college is now only $4,500, borrowed from the 
BeUn fund. We are sadly in need of a larger chapel, more and larger reci- 
tation rooms and better society halls, but are not now prepared to suggest 
any plan for raising the necessary funds. H we expect to have permanent 
success, however, we must keep abreast of other institutions in the attract- 
iveness as well as the comfort of our building and furniture. We trust the 
Conference will see the way clear in the near future to appoint an agent with 
authority to ask of our people $10,000 for this purpose. The college is doing 
better work than at any tune since its reopening, and in its management 
everything is moving on quietly and smoothly. 

Paine institute 

Is having increasing success in its school room work, some of its graduates 
having already attained solid distinction under circumstances well calcu- 
lated to test their capacity and training. It is greatly in need of funds, and 
we recommend that the Conference co-operate with President Walker in 
raising money by private appeals to our membership. 

Vanderbilt University 

Has a larger number of students than ever before. There is a yearly in- 
crease in the number of post graduate students, and the effort of the'Uni- 
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versity is to secure as many students of this kind as possible. The Univer- 
sity does not intend to put itself in competition with our Church colleges, but 
asks these to become its feeders by sending their A. B. graduates to Vanderbilt 
for the further prosecution of their studies. The South Carolina Conference 
is well represented in the Biblical Department, there being now four young 
brethren pursuing their studies in the Seminary. These young men are well 
reported of by the Faculty. We commend this department especially to our • 
people, and recommend that as many of our young preachers as can do so 
shall attend the Seminary. 

We recommend that the Bishop be requested to make the following ap- 
pointments: Kev. S. B. Jones, D. D., President Columbia Female College ; 
Rev. J. M. Rogers, Professor Columbia Female College ; Rev. S. Lander, D. 
D., President of Williamston Female College; Rev. A. Coke Smith, D. D., 
Professor Vanderbilt University ; Rev. John C. Kilgo, Financial Agent of 
Wofford College ; Rev. G. W. Walker, President Paine Institute. 

We also offer the following resolution : 

Resolved, That an assessment of four thousand dollars be distributed 
upon the various charges for the support of Wofford College.

In our earnest struggle 
to convert the heathen, we seldom stop to think that the majority of the 
translations of the Bible that we use were made not by our Church, but by 
expert scholars employed and paid by the Bible Society. If the society had 
done, and was doing, no other work but giving the various nations the Bible 
in their own tongues, this fact would obligate us to render it substantial aid. 
But the society is not only doing this work, but its agents and colporteurs 
are making every effort to place a Bible in the hands of every child in our 
land. The day does not lie in the far distance when this will be accomplished. 
It is only by giving this direct introduction of the Bible to the children that 
we can reasonably hope to frustrate the direful work of infidelity and athe- 
ism. Theretore, be it 

Resolved, 1. That we heartily commend the work of the Bible Society, and 
that we as P^tors earnestly co-operate with the society in trying to place a 
Bible not only in every home, but also in the hands of every child. 

Resolved, 2. That we will on the fourth Sunday in March, or some Sunday 
near that date, where an auxiliary society does not exist, present the work 
and needs of the society to our people, and take up a collection for its bene- 
fit and forward the same to Rev. T. H. Law, Spartanburg, 8. C.

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The mechanical execution, the illustrations, no less than its literary get up, 
are all of the very best. Its visits are sources of delight unalloyed to a 
million of little ones throughout our Southern land. 

The Little People^ Lessm Papers^ Intermediate and Senior Quarterlies^ 
are all admirably arranged for the different classes, and the Sunday School 
Magazine furnishes ample help to the teacher in the preparation of his lesson. ^ 
This magazine has a number of able editors and contributors, and its pages 
contain a large body of scriptural exposition and of Methodist doctrine, pre- 
sented in attractive and convenient form. 

The Publishing House is steadily adding to its large catalogue, and our 
preachers now can readily supply themselves with books with our own ortho- 
dox imprimatur. The agents offer an attractive list of books for the Sunday 
School library, and there is no reason for sending to New York or Chicago 
for our Sunday school literature. 

The Quarterly Review is one of the best publications of its kind, invalua- 
ble to the preacher, and worthy of the patronage of our people. 

The Southern Christian Advocate is enjoying a fair circulation, but not 
as large as it should have. A good religious newspaper is a means of grace, 
and there is no good reason why our Advocate should not have a subscrip- 
tion list of 10,000. 

Your Committee respectfully recommend the adoption of the following 
resolutions : 

Resolved^ That we recommend to our preachers to strive earnesUy to in- 
troduce our own books and circulate our periodicals among all our people. 

Resolved^ That we more especially urge upon our preachers to try to in- 
crease the circulation of the Southern Christian Advocate^ and if possible to 
introduce it into every Methodist family in the State.

Report No. 1.

The best and freshest work of Biblical scholars is made available to 
teachers and pupils alike through the numerous and excellent periodicals and 
books devoted exclusively or incidentally to Sunday School work ; and it is

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The Board offers the following resolutions : 

1. That we observe closely the wise and ample, provisions of the Discipline 
with reference to the organization of Sunday Schools ; and that we recognize 
the importance of all Auxiliaries to successful Sunday School work. 

3. That we urge Pastors to see that all Sunday Schools are organized as 
missionary societies, and that Children’s Day be observed in all our charges. 

3. That it is the sense of this Conference that Pastors and Superintendents 
ought to exercise the utmost care in the selection of teachers, and if possible 
have none that are not pious ; and that every effort be made to supply op- 
portunity for the training of teachers, wherever it can at all be done, by the 
formation of Teachers’ Associations and weekly meetings. 

4. That we respectfully urge upon those who have charge of our publish- 
ing interests the appropriation of a large share of the profits derived from 
the Sunday Scbool publications to the supply of better and cheaper books for 
our children and young people. 

5. That by a systematic and persistent effort we extend our Sunday Schools 
and other organizations for the young until we include all the children and 
young people of each charge ; and that we supply them with the literature 
of the Church even where they cannot attend the exercises of the Sunday 
School. 

6. That we appreciate the earnest efforts of our Sunday School Secretary, 
Dr. Cunnyngham, to give to the Church a literature worthy of a good cause.

Report No. 2. 

THE EPWORTH LEAGUE. 

The General Conference of the M. E. Church, South, at its late session, 
held in ,St. Louis, May, 1890, ordered the organization of young people’s 
leagues, having for their object the promotion of piety and loyalty to our 
Church, education in Church history and their encouragement in works of 
grace and charity. 

The preparation of suitable constitution and by-laws was. entrusted to the 
General Sunday School Committee. The Committee has made these as simple 
and flexible as possible. 

The name Ep worth League was selected as being in every way appropriate 
to such an organization. 

The Epworth League in the M. E. Church, South, is a little over eleven 
months old, and already its membership numbers over 50,000 and is rapidly 
growing. 

A long felt want has been met, a niche in our Methodism hitherto unoccu- 
pied has been filled, by the organization of the Epworth League. 

We offer the following resolutions for adoption : 

1st. That we do our utmost to organize the Epworth League in each charge 
of the Conference, and to do so as soon as possible. 

3d. That a District Executive Committee be appointed in each district of 
the Conference, consisting of the Presiding Elder and two persons appointed 
by him, one of whom maybe a layman, to aid in organizing Leagues through- 
out the district, the purchase, change and sale of books, and to arrange for 
a District Epworth League meeting. 

3d. That we recommend to the Epworth Leagues the consideration of the 
following plan as a solution of the “ book problem 

Let the Leagues of each district bind themselves together and purchase one 
set of the books of the prescribed course of study, the number of copies of 
each book to be that of the largest paying membership, aUowing a margin for 
growth of any League. Ship all the copies of one book to one League and 
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all of tJie copies of another book to another League, and so on. At the end 
of each month let the Leagues change books according to a plan arranged by 
the District Executive Committee. Let this change take place each month till 
each League has had all the books, and then let them be sold and the money 
invested in the next year’s course of study.

DISTRICT CONFERENCE JOURNALS. 

The Commitiee on District Conference Journals beg leave to submit the 
following report : 

The Columbia District Journal is very neat in appearance, but shows 
great lack of carefulness in speUing, use of capital letters and in the con- 
struction and completion of sentences. In many instances small letters are 
used where capitals should be used. There is a lack of clearness in many 
parts of the record. 

The Colieshury District Journal. In this journal there are many errors in 
orthography, many oversights, blots and erasures. The construction of 
many of the sentences is crude and misleading. The punctuation exhibits 
much carelessness. There is much room for improvement in this journal. 

The Charleston District Journal. The chirography of this journal is fair, 
and the reports are made in a lucid and condensed form. There are no 
blots or erasures to mar the records. The only criticism we have to make is 
the omission of the word “of” in the record of the second day’s session, 
twelfth line. 

The Chester District Journal is very neat and attractive in. appearance. 
The roll, reports and resolutions are quite full and well arranged. The 
handwriting is very good and easily read. Attention is called to the follow- 
ing items needing correction : In first paragraph, page 5, the M. E. Church, 
South, should be written out in full, and “ Rev. A. M. Chreitzberg, D. D.,” 
should have been written instead of “Dr. A. M. Chreitzberg and in like 
manner of other names. Reports from the charges on the spiritual state of 
the Church and on finances are not given. There are some omissions and 
abbreviations. 

The Florence District Journal is correctly, neatly and in all respects excep- 
tionally well kept and deserves commendation. The only criticism is the use 
of the usual sign for “ and” instead of writing the word. 

The Gh'eenviUe District Journal is neatly kept in every respect. 

The Marion District Journal is so neat, legible and full as not to merit any 
adverse criticism. 

The Sumter District Journal. We find this journal in fine condition, well 
kept in every respect. 

The Spartanburg District Jouimal is neatly kept. The only criticism is 
that the sermon preached on the night of July 15th is mentioned as the 
beginning of the Conference, when the Conference was not organized until 
the next morning, July 16th. 

The Orangeburg District Journal is very well kept, but some improvements 
could be made. Some words are abbreviated which should have be(jn written 
in full. The names of the charges are not given in full, and in many in- 
stances the name of the brother reporting is not given. Some of the sen- 
tences are obscure.

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BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

The Board of Missions met in the Methodist Church in Darlington, S. C., 
at 10:20 a. m., Tuesday, December 1, 1891, Kev. J. B. Traywick, President, 
in the chair. The following reports were made from the various fields : 

Cumberland (Charleston.) — This charge continues to do a good and much 
needed work in the section of the city where it is located. The outlook in 
every way is quite as hopefnl as ever. 

Columbia City Mission. — There have been no unusual developments in this 
charge the present year. It is a difficult field , needing care and patience in 
its management. The mission promises, however, better than at any time in 
the past. 

New Brooklyn. — This mission was established in the city of Columbia at 
the last session of our Conference. There are two appointments, and twenty 
members have been gathered. A Sunday school has been carried on at one 
point, and at another our people have united with others in a union school. 
It is contemplated to build two churches in this work, and steps are now be- 
ing taken to erect one of them. This is an inviting field. The Columbia 
canal has been finished, and soon a large factory population will be within 
our reach. 

Blackstock. — The general outlook of this work is encouraging. It is also 
one of the new missions formed last year. A new church has been built — a 
nice structure — and we have a good congregation at this point. There is a 
good opening at another place. This mission work proper is carried on along 
with the service the pastor renders several already established churches. 
The results of the year, it may be frankly stated, are not up to our expecta- 
tions, but such as to justify the wisdom of the Board in establishing the 
charge. 

ParksviUe. — The report from this work states that the outlook has not been 
more encouraging for several years. There have been sixteen additions to 
the Church this year, though a net loss is reported. The payments of assess- 
ments, considerably in advance of the year before, are all in full. 

Little Pee Bee. — The people here are poor. The^ need our ministry. They 
are much behind in appreciation of Christian liberality, but it is more a lack 
of education than anything else. The charge is doing fairly well. 

Upper Edisto. — A good work has been done the present year. There is 
advance all along the line in this old missionary field. We are gathering, it 
seems, after many days. 

Spartanburg City Mission. — There are two churches, one built the present 
year. The progress here is gratifying, and the possibilities for usefulness 
exceptionally good. 

Aiken. — There has been a revival in this charge during the year and a 
goodly number of accessions. The outlook is brighter. These missions were 
all continued under the care of the Board. 

West ' End Mission., in the city of GreenviUe, and Blue Ridge Mission were 
established. Quite a number of weak charges are also aided by the Board. 

We trust the year’s work has not been in vain. Indeed we doubt not that 
it has contributed its part to that grand, world-wide enterprise, the salva- 
tion of a lost world.

MEMOIRS. 



REV. ROBERT C. OLIVER. 

Eobert C. Oliver was born in Edgefield County, S. C., in 1834, and died 
near Cherokee Springs, in Spartanburg County, August 2, 1891. His father 
died when he was but a boy. His godly mother deeply impressed his young 
heart with the precious truths of the religion of Jesus. So that, though he 
was greatly tempted to embrace unbelief as held by Universalists, these sub- 
tle suggestions of Satan found no permanent footing in his mind and heart. 
While quite a young man he was converted to God during his attendance at 
a Presbyterian meeting. He went to the church next day and exhorted sin- 
ners with earnestness and effect. He sought the communion of his mother’s 
Church at once. In 1858, while teaching school in his native County, he 
felt called to preach the Gospel. He conferred not with flesh and blood, but, 
laying aside all previous plans for his life work, he arranged his temporal 
affairs and soon after went into the traveling ministry. For some years he 
went forth as a flame of fire. Hundreds were converted under his ministry. 
Under excessive fatigue he exhausted his nervous energy and fell into poor 
health and asked for a supernumerary relation to his Conference, which he 
sustained up to the time of his death. With him this relation meant to do all 
the work he could as health and opportunity opened the way. He was a 
tireless worker. He was one of those who would pray and sing with a poor 
penitent until low noon, or later if need be. He was true to the right as he 
saw it. He studied God’s W ord daily, and was much in prayer. He pro- 
fessed and preached the fundamental truths of entire sanctification. He was 
a sweet-spirited, joyous, all-the-year-round Christian. He was a man of 
affairs. Having married an elect lady of fortune. Miss Frances Thompson, 
of Charleston, S. C., he so wisely and prudently managed her estate that 
after leaving her entire estate to her at his death and dispensing many bene- 
factions during his life, he bequeathed more than $50,000 to benevolent 
objects. Seven hundred and fifty dollars are to be paid out of his estate 
annually into the treasury of the Foreign Mission Society of the S. C. Con- 
ference. A conspicuous feature in his character was his warm affection for 
his brethren of the Conference. In all essentials he was one in thought and 
purpose with them. Speak evil of no man, was a Scripture binding on his 
conscience. He was never known to speak harshly of his brethren. He suf- 
fered much and long, but with patience — declared he was ready and went 
home to God.

REV. ALLEN A. GILBERT 

Was born at Waltorboro, S. C., November 19, 1829. His father died when 
he was quite young, and the family being in straitened circumstances he 
was barred the privileges of the schools and was apprenticed for a term of 
years to a printer in Columbia, S. C. His apprenticeship trained him into the 
channel of journalism. He moved to Sumter, S. C., in 1849, and aided in 
founding the Black River Watchman^ which soon absorbed its contemporary, 
the Sumter Banner^ and assumed the name of Sumter Watchman. In the 
columns of this paper he served his generation well. Its columns were aque- 
ducts to convey pure and healthful waters. His record as a Journalist was 
among the purest and best. He served his County in the State Legislature 
with credit to himself and usefulness to the State. His opinions were 
patiently and conscientiously formed, and they were so close fitting he could 
not quickly change them as men change their overcoats. What he thought 
in heart he was in appearance. For these causes he was at one time griev- 
ously misunderstood. But the State had no truer son and humanity no truer 
brother than was he. Though exempted by law from military service, yet 
when he heard the battle cry of his State he laid down the editorial pen and 
grasped the sword in her defense. His record as a soldier was most honorable 
to him. He was amtmg the last to quit the field when the sun of the Con- 
federacy went down into a starless night. As a churchman he was foremost 
among his peers. He entered the service of God in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, early in life, and continued faithful until his last breath. For 
about a quarter of a century he was an efficient Sunday School Superintend- 
ent. As a Steward he was a prince among his fellows. From the time that 
layman were admitted into the Annual Conference until his death he was a 
member of that body, either as layman or minister. He was elected to all 
the District Conferences within his district, and was twice a delegate to the 
General Conference of his Church. He was licensed to preach late in life. 
From early manhood he felt perhaps that it was his duty to preach. Time 
and again these impressions came in the flush of his prosperity, but he 
allowed them to pass unsettled. He thought perhaps he could serve God as 
well in the spheres already referred to. But while coasting along these dan- 
gerous shores he became well nigh a wreck. Now the struggle became an 
agony to know the whole truth and surrender to the demand. The agony 
was prolonged. He kept in close communion with his Pastor and told him 
all. When the struggle was the fiercest, his Pastor left him one evening feel- 
ing that the issue was well nigh settled Our brother spent the first part of 
the night in prayer, the latter part in praise. He was early at the parsonage 
next morning to declare, with beaming face, that the great decision was 
made, and henceforth he would, by God’s help, abide the issue. The clouds 
were forever gone, the haggard look and the drooping form weie trans- 
formed, and from that day good cheer reigned in his heart. He was licensed 
to preach in 1879 ; served Wedgefield as a supply in 1880 ; Joined the South 
Carolina Conference on trial at the close of 1880 ; sent to Wedgefield Circuit 
in 1881 ; to North Newberry Circuit, 1882, 1883 ; Hanging Kock, 1884, 1885 ; 
Greenville Circuit, 1886, 1887 ; Gaffney City Circuit, 1888, 1889, 1890 and 
1891, where he ceased at once to labor and to live, August 25, 1891. Brother 
Gilbert in the latter part of his life had decided and strong convictions on the 
subject of entire sanctification, which state he professed to have attained, 
and which he maintained unwaveringly i o the end. His last illness was dis- 
tressing in the extreme, but “ he endured as seeing Him who is invisible.” 
His success as a minister vindicated his call to the ministry. It was no new ser- 
vice to him, only a new form of the same service that he had been accustomed 
to from his youth. None among us was more loved and loving and faithful 
than was our deceased brother. His body lies in the cemetery at Sumter, S. C. 
He rests from his labors and his works do follow him. A. J. STOKES.

REV. JOHN WESLEY MURRAY 

Was born in what was then known as Charleston District, now Berkeley 
County, m the year 1831. In early manhood he entered the Citadel Acad- 
emy of South Carohna, where he took a full course. 

He was ^ppUy mamed to Miss Frances Davis ; a man and wife were never 
two. That devotion was witnessed in the last in- 
telli^ble expression of the dying husband. As he lay in full view of death 

u m companion of his youth, and he murmured : 

What will my poor wife do 2” 

^on after he graduated he became teacher of a country school. It was 
responsibilities that the Master called him to a wider 
held. The H^ Spirit came with convicting power and discovered the sinner 
to himself. Ctae day being overwhelmed with sorrow, he left the school 
rwm and sought the solitudes of a neighboring grove to hold communion 
with an inviting Saviour. While there shut in with Cod, the silent message 
of peace was breathed into his soul, and a clear, sharp and glorious conver- 
sion ensued, which became that experience wrought out in the inner con- 
sciousness never to be a thing of doubt or uncertainty. He returned to the 
school room shouting the praise of God, to the great consternation of the 
anxiously waiting pupils. 

When he returned home that afternoon his wife went forth to meet the 
happy comer, and exclaimed : “O, John, you are converted, for I see it in 
your face !” ’ 

From that day his heart was fixed. He was impressed that it was his duty 
to preach •Christ crucified and the resurrection.” He committ:,d himself to 
the work November, 1856, without reserve, and did the work assigned him 
without hesitation. ^ 

As a man he was strong and noble ; as a Christian he was consecrated and 
true, and as a preacher of the Gospel he was analytical, clear and forceful 
Never commonplace, but sometimes rising to heights of eloquence. All 
through the thirty-five years of his ministry he was successful. 

He w^ enthroned in the hearts of his wife and children, and of those who 
knew him best. 

He left his home and the unsuspecting loved ones a few days ago to attend 
this session of the Annual Conference to make his last report. The year’s 
work was done— well done, and he awaited another appointment. That ap- 
pointment was soon made, for the “ Great Bishop of Souls ” caUed him higher 
and appomted him the ‘‘ rest that remaineth to the children of God.” It was 
in the house of worship, while aiding in a missionary anniversary Wednesday 
evemng, December 2d, 1891, that the summons came that bade him cease to 
WOTk and to live. He was stricken with apoplexy and expired in one hour. 

He died at his post.” His body was accompanied to the railroad depot by 
the members of the Conference, and committed to the earth at Lamar SC 
where he now peacefully sleeps. R. HERBERT JONES ’’ 




REV. BASIL C. JONES 

Was bom July 30, 1814, died Febraary 9, 1891. He was with ns in the en- 
joyment of his accustomed health at the last session of our Conference. He 
returned to his home, in Aiken County, w ith the impress of the Conference 
session upon him, and full of hopes and plans for work under the circum- 
scribed conditions of his superannuated relation to this body. Though in- 
hrm from age, and in poor health, he proposed to himself regular ministerial 
and pastorm work in his neighborhood, and at his neighborhood church. He 
was soon, however, stricken down with a fatal illness. It was the privilege 
of the writer to be with him, at his request, during the revealing days of 
appro^hing dissolution. To have been with him and to have ministered to 
him \oll always be remembered as at once a privilege and a blessing. He 
went down to the valley of the shadow of death without slavish fear, and yet 
mthout a particle of affectation either in word or tone. Death in its inevita- 
bl^e approach was to him simply a decease, a departure. Cf. Luke’s account 
of the transfiguration with II Peter 1, 15. Brother Jones was a North Caro- 
liman, and was born in Davie County. He was a man of great intellectual 
activity aud power, and of no inconsiderable culture. He preached in 
demonstration of the Spirit and of power. Under a rather rugged exterior 
he had a lender and loving heart He talked so sweetly during the latter 
weeks and days of his life about his love for his brethren and his love for 
the Church he served so long and faithfully. He Joined the South CaroUna 
1853, He spent one year on a station, one year on a mission 
aod thirty-cme years on circuits. He was for four years a superannuated 
preacher. His record is among men and on high,
